Jail for copper who 
stole cleaner’s cash

A POLICE officer from Bletchley 
who conned a cleaner out of £31,000 
was jailed for five-and-a-half years 
yesterday. 

Cambridge Crown Court was told 
that Paul Whitehead, pictured right, 
blew the money on gambling, a 
luxury holiday and car repairs. 

The 32-year-old of Buckingham 
Road targeted the trusting, vulnera¬ 
ble and dyslexic 56-year-old, who had 


worked as a cleaner at Luton Police 
Station where Whitehead was 
stationed. 

After victim Paul Wilson retired on 
February 27, 2015 from his job of 
37 years, Whitehead illegally 
used the police national 
computer to discover his 
address. He befriended him, 
sending him flirtatious texts, 
and over several months 
received £31,215 from him. 

Whitehead, a policeman 
since he was 19 who has 


been suspended on full pay of £2,300 
a month since October 2015, changed 
his plea to guilty at the last minute. 
The court heard Mr Wilson had to 
return to his cleaning job at Luton 
because of the money he has lost. 
In his impact statement read 
out in court, he said: “This 
crime has been horrible. I feel 
humiliated. I feel he bullied me 
and it’s made me feel anxious.” 
Prosecutor Roxanne 
Aisthorpe said Mr Wilson 
had an inheritance from his 


parents, who he had not ever told he 
was a homosexual. Whitehead knew 
that and ‘played’ on it, she said. 

As well as jailing him for 67 months, 
the judge ordered an investigation of 
Whitehead’s finances under the con¬ 
fiscation of assets procedure so Mr 
Wilson could be repaid. He also made 
an indefinite restraining order. 

Whitehead told the judge he intend¬ 
ed to repay the loans. 

Assistant chief constable Mike 
Colbourne said: “Paul Whitehead’s 
conduct is totally unacceptable.”

Ex-teacher had 
indecent pics

A FORMER teacher at a city school has 
pleaded guilty to a catalogue of offences, 
most of which include possessing and 
making indecent images of children. 

Phillip Allen appeared at 
Northampton Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday to face seven charges. 

The former RE teacher at Shenley 
Brook End School pleaded guilty to 
making 255 indecent images of 
children, of which 172 fell into Category 
A - the most extreme kind - followed by 
46 in Category B and 37 in Category C. 

Allen, 48, from Potterspury, was also 
charged with possessing two prohibit¬ 
ed images. 

Prosecuting, Jerena Tomaszewska 
told the court the images were found on 
three devices - Allen’s laptop, iPad and 


an external hard-drive - after police 
officers raided the house he shares with 
his wife in June this year. 

He is due to be sentenced at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
November 11. He has been granted bail, 
on the condition that he does not come 
into unsupervised contact with 
children under the age of 18. 

Allen, who has frequently written for 
the Times Educational Supplement as a 
prominent figure in religious educa¬ 
tion, was told he could receive a sen¬ 
tence of up to one year for the crimes. 

A statement from Shenley Brook End 
School said: “We take our safeguarding 
responsibilities very seriously. He is 
now not employed by the school. 

“No information has been provided, 
which suggests these matters do not 
relate to any of our students, past or 
present, or children in the local area.”

Thief steals £2k

Other charity boxes were 
also taken and the thief also 
tried to smash into a treat 
machine. 

A police spokesman said: 
“We are aware of this incident 
that happened between about 
5.50pm on October 10 and 
7.30am on October 11. 

“The offender gained access 
by smashing a window and 
then stole money from charity 
collections.”

I never cease to be amazed 
by the breadth of talents that 
we have in Milton Keynes.

Paul Kenny: The fact that Sainsbury’s 
has a massive empty building that 
could allow genuine homeless people 
a bit of shelter at night from the harsh 
weather says it all about the way this 
country is run. The Government should 
force companies who purposely keep 
buildings empty to use it for the good 
of the people. 

Ashley Gabrielle Lewis: I stopped 
the other day on my way back from 
the council to give a homeless man 
nearby money that I got out and sat 
with him for half an hour. He told me 
he’s begged for help from the council 
and is willing to work again but the 
council refuses to help. How is this 
right in this country with all the 
resources we have? 

Karen Bose: No-one in 2016 should 
be homeless or starving. The council 


should be doing something to stop this 
problem. Temporary shelters are okay 
short-term until something permanent 
can be found but we are coming up to 
winter. 

Stuart Rouse: A mobile home park is 
a cheaper solution to houses and 
more affordable - I’d live in it. 

Hayley Ramswell: They should 
make people down size when they 
don’t need housing bigger than their 
needs. But they don’t help people out 
with exchanges and people struggle 
with housing swaps. People in 
temporary accommodation are also 
far too fussy and do turn housing 
down. 

Robyn Holman: This is no surprise - 
wages are low and rent/house prices 
aren’t affordable for the ‘average 
working Joe’. 


Paul Meecock: I have a large amount 
of sympathy for those that are 
homeless for genuine reasons, for 
example extortionate rents, but not all 
homeless people are genuine. 

Stevens John Ronald: 530 families 
in Milton Keynes in temporary housing 
when there’s tonnes of empty 
properties. 

Kat Bloice: My sister’s landlord sold 
the house they were in and now she is 
homeless with three kids. She has had 
to go to an MP to help her because 
MK Council is refusing to. At the 
moment she lives with me four days a 
week an lives with my mum the rest 
of the time. 

Rebecca Des-Forges: My son and I 

were homeless for three weeks and 
now we’re in temporary 
accommodation with threats of getting 


kicked out after a week. I didn’t put 
myself in this position -1 just couldn’t 
afford to rent in a private house. 
Angela J Barker: My landlord has 
just sold the house we live in, we’re 
being served a section 21 in the next 
few days. 

Phillip James Webb: Sadly my family 
will be homeless or in temporary 
accommodation because our flat has 
been sold. 

Sharon Gildersleve: MK Council 
could do more to help people move 
out of properties that are too large for 
them (ie one person living in a three- 
bed property). Currently it does 
nothing to help. 

Shireen Hall: Nobody needs to be 
genuinely homeless in Milton Keynes. 
There are plenty of empty buildings 
available.

Driver jailed for 
worker’s death

THE husband of a Milton 
Keynes worker who died 
when her car was struck from 
behind by a HGV as she wait¬ 
ed in traffic has spoken of his 
relief after the driver was 
found guilty of causing death 
by dangerous driving. 

Ayse Yalcinkaya, 35, died on 
July 29 last year when her car 
was struck by a lorry driven by 
Clinton Dunkley, an employ¬ 
ee of Alexander Prestige 
Haulage, as she waited to 
leave the Ml at Junction 14. 

Dunkley pleaded guilty to 
causing death by careless 
driving, but after a trial in 
Aylesbury Crown Court, he 
was found guilty by a jury of 
the more serious charge of 
causing death by dangerous 
driving and sentenced to 
three years in prison and will 
receive a three-year driving 
ban. 

Ayse, a mechanical engineer 
who was a project manager 
with Network Rail, had been 
married to Tom Harris, 45, for 
less than a year. 

Ruth Booy, an expert road 
accident lawyer at Irwin 
Mitchell, representing Tom, 
said: “While the time since 
Ayse’s death has understand¬ 
ably been extremely difficult 
for Tom and Ayse’s family to 
endure, they are comforted by 
the knowledge that the crimi¬ 
nal process is over and the 
driver who caused Ayse’s 
death has been found guilty. 

“Road safety is a cause we 
are passionate about and this 
tragic incident illustrates how 
important it is for road users 
to consider the safety of all of 
those around them. A 
momentary lapse in concen¬ 
tration can lead to accidents 
which often have terrible 
consequences for those 


involved and their families. 

“We hope this incident will 
act as a reminder of the 
responsibility road users have 
for not only their own safety, 
but the safety of others.” 

Ayse and Tom married in 
August 2014 after meeting in 
the USA in 2010 when they 
were both working for 
Lockheed Martin. 

Tom said: “The time since 
Ayse’s death has been devas¬ 
tating for me and her family. I 


lost my wife that day all 
because of dangerous driving 
by somebody else. The time 
we got to spend together and 
the love that we shared was so 
special that she will forever 
live in our thoughts, our 
memories and most impor¬ 
tantly our hearts. 

“Ayse was an accomplished 
person, a great friend, a loving 
wife and daughter and is 
greatly missed by all those 
that knew her.

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Judge dismisses jailed drug dealer’s appeal 


A DISABLED drug dealer, 
who was caught in prison 
hiding banned items 
between his buttocks and in 
his prosthetic legs, has failed 
to get his jail term slashed. 

Marvin Douglas, 35, 
previously of Hidcote Drive, 
Westcroft, was jailed for nine 
years and nine months at St 
Albans Crown Court on June 
19 last year. He admitted 
conspiracy to supply heroin 
and cocaine, possessing 
criminal property and 
dangerous driving. 

Then on December 22 last 
year, at Cambridge Crown 
Court, he got an extra nine 


months behind bars after 
admitting two counts of 
having electronic 
communication devices in 
prison. He got another 12 
months at Norwich Crown 
Court on July 5 after 
admitting three counts of 
unauthorised possession of 
mobile phones, chargers and 
SIM cards in jail. 

Douglas was a serving 
prisoner at HMP Norwich 
when he committed his 
latest crimes and was 
awaiting sentence for the 
first possession offences, 
Judge Peter Rook QC told 
London’s Appeal Court on 


Thursday. His cell was 
searched and he was 
strip-searched on October 10 
last year and a package 
found wedged between his 
buttocks contained a mobile 
phone charger. 

Then, on December 16 
mobile phones, chargers and 
SIM cards were found during 
another search. 

Some of the items were 
hidden in his prosthetic legs, 
the court heard. 

The judge concluded: “We 
do not consider the overall 
sentence was manifestly 
excessive and this appeal is 
dismissed.”

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On board a pod 


THE future is here following 
last week's launch of the first 
public trials of the driverless 
pods and OneMK reporter 
SCOTT KIRK was invited to 
have a go in one of them. 

But just how good are they? 

What first surprised me as I 
entered the very cool-look¬ 
ing, futuristic vehicle is the 
fact that you have to wear a 
seatbelt, which was some¬ 
thing I wasn’t expecting. 

It looks exactly like a car 
when you get in with the 
exceptions of it being 
limited to 5mph and, of 
course, the vehicle drives 
itself. 


It was amazing to go on our 
journey without our compan¬ 
ion ever touching the steering 
wheel or a pedal. Within a few 
seconds we were met by our 
first obstacle as there was a 
woman walking in front of us. 

There are cameras around 
the pod taking pictures at a 
rate of 20 per second, which 
are mapped onto the 
on-board computer system, 
and anything that differs 
from the computer’s memory 
means the pod stops immedi¬ 
ately. 

I was told in one trial the 
pod stopped for a pigeon, 
which flew in front of it. 


Programme director with 
the Transport Systems 
Catapult Neil Fulton, who has 
been leading the project, 
said: “You usually get a few 
naysayers with a project like 
this but the reaction has been 
amazing from the public.” 

The next move is to find a 
way for the pods to warn 
people they are approaching 
because they are silent. An 
audible system is being 
looked at, as well as a lighting 
warning. 

Whichever they decide, the 
future of transport in Milton 
Keynes is certainly looking 
bright.

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Is Your Pension Protected? 


Almost all of us would not 
bat an eye lid at buying 
‘protection’ for a phone or the 
contents of our houses, but 
what about pensions? Did 
you know that you actually 
have a cap on the amount you 
can pay into a pension before 
being taxed at 55% on the 
excess?

• In his current situation, Joe 
would be charged 55% on 
£140,000-that’s a £77,000 
for simply being good at 
saving! 

What’s more, with 5-10 years 
before he was even going to 
think about retiring, it’s likely 
that the value of his pensions 
would continue to increase, 
thus increasing his tax bill. 
HMRC have a number of 
options for people in this 
situation. Individual Protection 
and Fixed Protection 2016 
have been introduced for those 
people who want to protect 
their pension pot from this 55% 
tax charge. Both protections 
offer slightly different solutions 
based on whether or not you 


plan on making any more 
contributions in the future, but 
essentially could protect Joe’s 
(and your own) pension pots to 
a value of £1.25 million before 
any tax is paid - and it’s free to 
take out these protections! Joe 
has saved himself £77,000 by 
simply applying for protection 
on his pension. 

Another point to note is that 
the government have only 
ever been reducing the lifetime 
allowance in recent years - 
in the space of 5 years the 
Lifetime allowance has been 
reduced from £1.8 million to 
£1 million. So, if you think you 
might be lucky enough to have 
over £1 million in your pension, 
then now is definitely the time 
to do something about it. 

It is important to seek 
professional advice before 
electing for these protections 
to avoid being caught out by 
nuances in their terms. Making 
the wrong election could be 
very costly!

WE ALL like to make our food 
look pretty when we’re about 
to eat our evening meal, but 
one woman really goes the 
extra mile with some of her 
incredible creations. 

Lucy Gomes, 57, who has 
been making her amazing 
culinary delights for years, 
moved to Bletchley three 
years ago.

“I like doing it because 
when food looks pretty it 
seems to taste better but 
sometimes it is so pretty that 
I can’t eat it myself!” said 
Lucy, who lives with her three 
dogs and has trained herself 
to create her appetising 
masterpieces. 

“As a child I liked to 
decorate things with apples 
and oranges and I started 
doing it when I had a period 
of time when I was out of 
work. People say ‘how do you 
do that?’ so I thought I would 
turn them into a book.”

His persistence and hard work 
at mastering ski jumping during 
the run up to the 1988 Calgary 
Olympics, and subsequent 
plucky performance during two 
competitions, garnered Edwards 
millions of fans back at home 
and across the world. 

But there’s more to Eddie than 
meets the eye. Although he’s a 
source of amusement here, 
before he took up jumping 
Edwards narrowly missed 
getting into the national 
downhill squad and is taken 
seriously in his adopted homes 
of Finland and Canada. 

He’s also recently been 
working in TV, including 
commentating on Channel 4’s 
reality TV programme The Jump 
and also participating in a 
similar ITV programme called 
Splash with Tom Daley.

A uthor, screenplay 
writer, intellectual 
and activist Gove 
Vidal was no 
stranger to 

controversy. He locked horns 
with actor Charlton Heston 
over his script for 1959 epic Ben 
Hur and courted controversy 
with his 1948 novel The City 
and the Pillar, which tackled 
homosexuality head on during 
a period of extreme 
conservatism. 

He was also famous for his 
public and often violent spats 
with other leading American 
writers including Truman 
Capote and Normal Mailer. 

Such notoriety persuaded 
Vidal to leave the US during the 
1960s and move to Italy where 
he continued to work as a 
writer and screen player. 

His home in Italy was La 
Rondinaia, a villa originally 
built for an English banker in 
the 1930s. It clings to the 


vertiginous Amalfi Coast in the 
region of Salerno, a strip of 
mountainous coastline that’s 
both a UNESCO World Heritage 
Site and a hugely popular 
tourist destination, particularly 
among Americans. 

Vidal lived with his partner 
Howard Austen at La Rondinaia 
for thirty years and entertained 
many of Hollywood’s then 
A-listers including Lauren 
Bacall, Paul Newman, Susan 
Sarandon and even Hilary 
Clinton, before ill health forced 


him to return to America. 

His footprint can still be seen 
at the property. He installed its 
pool from which bathers can 
enjoy panoramic views of the 
coast.

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Home where Johnny went wild 



TV presenter Johnny Morris 
was for decades the king of 
children’s entertainment, 
famous for his story telling and 
animal impersonations on the 
hugely popular BBC programme 
Animal Magic. 

For more than 400 episodes 
from 1962 until 1983 Morris was 
to be seen accompanied by his 
ring-tailed lemur, which spent 
much of each show on his 
shoulder. 

The programme revolved 
around Morris being the 
uniformed and peak-capped 
‘keeper’ and engaging in comic 
dialogue with animals from 
Bristol Zoo, whom he also 
voiced. 

His style of TV presenting 
eventually fell out of fashion and 
the show was axed, but for many 
children who watched TV during 
its three-decade run, Morris 
introduced the natural world to 
them in an accessible and 
entertaining way. 

His broadcasting story started 
in the Wiltshire village of 


Aldbourne near Marlborough. 

He lived in the village as a young 
man and used to tell stories in 
the local pub. During one beery 
session he was spotted by 
visiting BBC producer Desmond 
Hawkins who hired Morris on 
the spot. 

He used Morris initially as a 
radio storyteller before moving 
him on to TV roles but, despite 
his later national appeal, Morris 
lived in Aldbourne all his life 
with wife Eileen, first in a small 


cottage and later in Pond House 
on The Square. 

He died in 1999 following 
complications from diabetes. 

His former home is now for 
sale.

Nissan GT-R NISMO breaks cover

THE flagship of the Nissan GT-R 
range - the GT-R NISMO - will go 
on sale from November 1, with a 
price in the UK of £149,995. 

The high-performance race car for 
the road has power supplied from 
a twin-turbocharged 3.8-litre V6 
delivering 600bhp - 30bhp more 
than any other car in the range. 
The engine features a pair of high- 
flow, large diameter turbochargers 
used in GT3 motor racing 


competition, and power is sent 
to all four wheels via a six-speed 
dual-clutch paddle shift gearbox. 
Like the standard GT-R, the GT-R 
NISMO’s front end features a new 
face with a dramatic new bumper. 
However, for the NISMOI it’s made 
entirely from carbon fibre to 
reduce weight. 

To help cool the car’s high-output 
engine, the dark chrome V-motion 


grille has been enlarged to collect 
more air. 

The redesign has been shaped to 
improve airflow around the vehicle 
and generate a high level of 
downforce, while at the same time 
directing air around the wheels to 
improve the aerodynamics. 

The GT-R NISMO generates more 
downforce than any other Nissan 
production car to date, to create 
high-speed stability. 


The performance of the all-wheel- 
drive GT-R NISMO has also been 
upgraded, thanks in part to the 
standard model’s significantly 
reinforced body structure. This 
allowed the engineering team to 
further refine the GT-R NISMO’s 
shock absorbers, springs and 
stabilisers. 

This upgrade results in the car’s 
improved slalom times and 
superior cornering performance, 
both of which are nearly two per 
cent better than the previous 
version. 

Despite its more potent nature, 
the new GT-R NISMO is said to 
have better overall balance than 
before, evolving into a car that can 
be enjoyed on regular roads as 
well as race circuits.

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Suzuki Baleno 1.0 
Boosterjet SZ5 
By: John Murdoch 

THERE is no shortage of choice in the 
supermini class and Suzuki has a couple of 
strong contenders in the shape of its popular 
Swift and the recently launched Baleno. 

I have been sampling the very practical Baleno 
which first went on sale in June and is already 
proving popular with private buyers. 

It may seem odd to release the Baleno when 
the company already has the excellent 
Swift competing in this crowded market sector 
but Suzuki feels that there is room for both with 
the Swift catering for sporty buyers and the 
Baleno competing on price and practicality. 
The Baleno sits on a new platform which will 
also feature in the next generation Swift and as 
it is very light this helps the Baleno shine in the 
performance and economy fronts. 

Available with a choice of two power units and two 
trim levels, the talented Baleno costs from £12,999. 
The five-door Baleno is a product of Suzuki’s 
new ‘Liquid Flow’ design theme and while it is 
not exciting to look at it is tidy. 

Style features include a black grille housing the 
Suzuki badging, a rear spoiler, chrome tailgate 
trim, LED daytime running lights, rear privacy 
glass, electrically-adjustable heated door mirrors 
and front fog lights as well as 16-inch alloy wheels. 
For a supermini it offers bags of technology 
including sat nav with Apple CarPlay, Bluetooth 
connectivity, a decent sound system, a clear 
infotainment screen, a three-spoke leather 
covered steering wheel, smart nicely lit 
instrument dials and lots more. 

The materials may not be as good as the class 
leaders but the cabin is user-friendly and roomy. 
Four adults can travel in real comfort and five 
could travel for shorter journeys - with head 
and legroom in back surprisingly generous. 
There is bags of standard equipment, such as 
automatic air conditioning, automatic headlamps, 
guide me home light function, adaptive cruise 
control, keyless entry and a DAB digital radio. 


The Baleno boasts a 320-litre boot and that 
can be increased to 756 litres with the 60:40 
split-folding rear seats dropped flat. In addition 
to increase its practical credentials there is a 
glovebox, central bin, door pockets and a small 
tray just in front of a couple of cup holders. 

Two engines are available in the Baleno - a 1.2 SHV or 
Smart Hybrid Vehicle which is expected to account 
for only 15 per cent of sales - or the super little three 
cylinder 1.0-litre engine fitted to the test car. 

It might be small but the willing three-pot, 1.0 
Boosterjet is up to the job. It might take 11.4 
seconds to reach 62mph but it feels quicker 
and can go on to 124mph, so it has no problem 
cruising at motorway speeds. 

It can deliver combined fuel economy of 
62.7mpg with carbon emissions of 105g/km. 
Thanks to two fairly long journeys I averaged 
considerably more than the claimed figure. 

Fitted with a five-speed manual gearbox the 
Baleno’s powertrain has bags of character and 
only felt a bit wheezy on really steep gradients. 
In town it is an ideal companion and very 
comfortable on longer journeys. 

The Baleno is built in India but feels well screwed 
together and comes with a long list of safety 
equipment including anti-lock brakes with 
electronic brake force distribution, six airbags, 
a tyre pressure monitoring system, radar brake 
support with brake assist function, ISOFIX child 
seat anchorages and childproof door locks. 

The competition is certainly fierce but the Baleno 
is well worth considering if you are looking for 
a practical, value for money supermini that 
delivers on all fronts.

NEWPORT Pagnell Town 
have big ambitions for the 
future as the club’s new 
hierarchy aim to improve 
the stadium and be 
promoted two divisions to 
the Southern League 
Premier within five years. 

The Swans are Milton 
Keynes’ second biggest 
football club after MK 
Dons, but currently play in 
the United Counties 
League Premier Division, 
step five of the non-league 
pyramid. 

Following a restructure at 
the club, Ian Ford has taken 
over as head of football, 
leading the newly formed 
football committee, which 
are looking to close the gap 
on Dons, with their chair¬ 
man Pete Winkelman 
supporting their progress. 

However, to be eligible for 
promotion, various 
improvements need to be 
made to their Willen Road 
ground, including a new 
stand, to increase seating 
capacity from 200 to 300, as 


well as new turnstiles, 
pitch perimeter fencing 
and a changing room 
extension. 

“The gap between us and 
the MK Dons is huge,” Ford 
said. 

“We need to close the gap 
by getting Newport’s first 
team up a couple of 
divisions. 

“I’ve been at the club for 
12 years as a coach, but I’ve 
never run a football club in 
my life, I’ve no idea what 
I’m doing but by talking to 
people in the game and 
getting contacts I’m learn¬ 
ing very quickly and using 
that knowledge. The club 
have never played at a level 
higher than their current 
standard, but Ford believes 
Newport Pagnell is big 
enough to sustain a step 
three club. 

Rising up the divisions 
will require double the 
player budget, something 
the club plan to be able to 
fund through increased 
gates and sponsorship. 

The club is also looking 
into installing a 3G pitch at 
their ground.
